ducting nine grading demonstra 
tions in the county last week 
One hundred and thirty farm¬ 
ers attended the grading demon¬ 
strations held on the farms of 
Prichard Caskey at Spaws Creek,

The demonstrations are con¬ 
ducted annually by the Morgan 
County Extension Service. Mr. 
Raisor has been a grader or the 
Shelbyvtlle tobacco market for 15 
years. 

He stated the burley tobacco 
is thin and of a good color and 
high quality although it probablv 
will not weigh as heavy as last 
year. Tobacco last year weighed 
from four to five ounces oer 
| stalk and on farms where grading 
demonstrations were held In this 
county this year the weight var¬ 
ied from 2.5 oz to 3.7 oz. per 
stalk 

Mr Raisor advised the farmers 
that last year some tobacco went 
to the association at government

Morality In Government 

Is the People’s Business 


One of the most important of all issues in 
this campaign is morality in government. There 
has been much discussion concerning the liquor 
activities of A. B. Chandler. It has been clearly 
established that Chandler received large sums 
of money from the special liquor interests of 
Kentucky, and that he used his official influ¬ 
ence to enrich himself by virtue of his position 
as U. S. Senator, and that he betrayed tne trust 
the people of Kentucky placed in him—by his 
activities in the liquor business. 

I would like to tell you what these checks 
represent to you as voters. These checks are 
positive proof that A. B. Chandler took or 
shared more than $32,000 from a whiskey firm 
while he was a U, S. Senator from Kentucky 
and U. S. Baseball Commissioner. The voters 
of Kentucky arc shocked. They are amazed 
that a man who was on their payroll and sup¬ 
posed to be representing them would receive 
pay in such a way from whiskey interests. 

Such evidence as we have seen and read 
about places Chandler’s moral fitness for the 
office of Governor into sharp focus. The fit¬ 
ness of an individual to hold a public office 
should always be measured by tne record of 
’ how he discharged a public trust when it has 
been placed in his hands in the past. Measured 
by this test, Mr. Chandler does not merit the 
confidence of the people of Kentucky, and his 
nomination as Kentucky’s governor should be 
rejected on November Hth. Investigation of 
Chandler’s official record, both as Lieutenant 
Governor and Governor, has reflected a start - 
ling tendency on his part to accept fees and 
favors which show a lack of appreciation by 
him of the seriousness of putting his personal 
gain above the interests of the people he repre¬ 
sented. 

The most shocking evidence comes from 
this revelation -that Chandler accepted enor¬ 
mous fees from whiskey interests. Chandler 
accepted these fees—in the amount of $32,841.- 
40—from the United Wholesale. Liquor Com¬ 
pany of Lexington, Kentucky, while he was 
still U. S. Senator in 1945, and continued to 
take money from this company in 1946, 1947, 
and 1948 while he was Baseball Commissioner. 

Furthermore, although frequently asked to 
do so, Chandler has refused to explain his con¬ 
nection with the United W’holesale Liquor 
Company while he was supposed to be repre¬ 
senting the Christian people of our State. His 
only comment has been “how I make my money 
and what I do with it is none of your business.’’ 
But I tell you it IS the business of the citizens of 
Kentucky to know if Chandler sold himself and 
his influence to whiskey and other special in¬ 
terests. 

Does not the contract show that Mr. Chand¬ 
ler was paid on a sliding scale based upon the 
gross amount of liquor sales which the company 
made? This means that the more liquor sold 
to our sons and daughters to ruin their charac* 
ter, cause their deaths on our highways, and in¬ 
volve them in crime—yes, the more liquor 
that was poured down the throats of our good 
citizens, tne more money Chandler made.

L. W (Wallace) Blankenship, 
56, well known farmer of the 
Caskey Fork section and a direc¬ 
tor of the Eastern Kentucky Na¬ 
tional Farm Loan Association, 
was killed instantly last Friday 
at his farm when run over by a 
caterpillar-type tractor he was 
using to clear off a pine thicket. 

Mr. Blankenship had complet¬ 
ed a day’s work and was driving 
the 420-potmd trader down a 
small hill toward home when ti e 
accident happened. Going over a 
small knoll, the front of the trac¬ 
tor dropped suddenly and the 
blade stuck in the ground. This 
evidently threw Mr. Blankenship 
from his seat and one of the 
tractor’s treads ran up his right 
arm, mangling the arm and then 
crushing a portion of his skull. 

Mr. Blankenship was one of 
Morgan county’s best farmers and 
operated a 267-acre general farm 
on Caskey Fork. He took a lead 
in following approved practices 
and his farm was considered a 
model in Eastern Kentucky. He 
had most of his acreage in per- 
manent pasture and had purebred 
Holstein cows for milk produc¬ 
tion, purebred Black 'Angus for 
beef, a purebred flock of 75 
sheep, turkeys, chickens, etc. 

In addition to serving ten years 
on the boaid of the Eastern Ken- 
| tucky National Farm Loan As¬ 
sociation he had served from 1936 
to 1941 on the board of the Pro 
duction Credit Association and 
had secured most of the easements 
on the project 

He was born March 14, 1899. 
a son of Andy J. and Callie Wal¬ 
lace Blankenship, and was a 
member of the Missionary Church 
at Caskey Fork. 

Funeral was conducted Mon¬ 
day morning at the Missionary 
Church near his home with Rev. 
Joe Blevins and Rev. Rand Boggs i 
officiating and interment was 
made in the Hazel Green ceme¬ 
tery under direction of Potter 
Funeral Home. 

Surviivng are the wife, Mrs 
Esther Stamper Blankenship; two 
children, Eugene Blankenship and 
Mrs. Jewel Watson, both of Mont¬ 
gomery, Ala.; a brother, Olen of 
Lafayette, Ind., and three sisters, 
Mrs. Ida Neff of Lexington, Mrs. 
Irene Davidson of Racine, Wis. 
and Mrs. Glen Haddix of Lexing¬ 
ton.

FOUR FLEMING 
COUNTY YOUTHS 
ARE ARRESTED 

Store At Wagoner’s 
Corner Was Robbed 
Half Hour Earlier 

Jesse Adkins, 82, well known 
country merchant and filling sta¬ 
tion operator of Little Sandy, was 
shot and killed about 3 a.m. Tues¬ 
day morning at his store, and 
four Fleming county young men 
are being held in connection with 
his death and the robbery of a 
second store at Wagoners Comer 
earlier in the morning. 

Adkins’ son, Floyd Adkins who 
lives nearby, found his father ly¬ 
ing in front of his store, a 38 
bullet wound in his head and h i 
pistol nearby. His pistol had four 
empty shells in it. 

Adkins’ billfold was not found, 
officers said. Mr. Adkins usually 
carried considerable cash in his 
billfold, and his son, Floyd, said 
he thought his father had about 
a thousand dollars in it. 

(Recently there had been an at¬ 
tempt to rob him by persons who 
bought gascline at his filling sta¬ 
tion. They proffered a $20 bill 
end then demanded his money. 
Adkins is said to have gone after 
his pistol and the men fled, leav¬ 
ing their $20 bill.) 

The Adkins store and filling 
station is located at the “Y” at 
Little Sandy, five miles south of 
Sandy Hook where the Wagon ;r 
Store road joins KY-7. The el¬ 
der Adkins lived across the high¬ 
way from his store. 

Floyd Adkins said he heard 
shots about 3 a.m. and went out 
in time to see a car pulling away 
from his father's store. He said 
he grabbed a 22 rifle and fired 
two shots at the fleeing auto. 

About a half hour before Ad¬ 
kins was killed. State Police had 
been called to Wagoner’s Comer 
to investigate the robbery of De¬ 
hart's store there The State Po¬ 
lice phoned Sheriff June Lewis' 
to set up a road block at the “Y” 
to head off the fleeing robbers. 
Sheriff Lewis left immediately 
for the “Y’ and enroute met a 
car driving without lights toward 
Sandy Hook on KY-7. He stop- 
j ped the car and arrested the three 
occupants. Meanwhile, State Po¬ 
lice Sergeant William Lykins and 
Mervil Caudill had joined him 
and they took the three youths 
to jail in Sandy Hook. 

The arrest took place about a 
mile north of the “Y.” 

State Police said a fourth per¬ 
son was involved in the robbery 
at Dehart’s store at Waggoner’s 
Comer. So Sheriff Lewis and 
the State Police came back to the 
parked car used by the robbers 
hoping to find the fourth man. 

Finally, Sheriff Lewis decided 
to drive the robbers’ car up and 
down the road, thinking this 
might attract the fourth man. 
When the Shenft got in the car 
he discovered the fourh man was 
lying under a blanket on the floot 
of the car in the back seat. He 
too was taken to Sandy Hook. 

The four, Gary Thompson, 17, 
his brother, Donnie Thompson, 
20, John Henry Gibson, 20, and 
Jerry Pence, 21, all of the Hills¬ 
boro section of Fleming county, 
were questioned by State Police 
and Elliott county officials. 

Gary Thompson admitted kill¬ 
ing Adkins. He said Adkins came 
across the highway firing at them 
and that his three companions in 
the auto drove away, leaving him 
at the store. After shooting at 
Adkins, Thompson fled and fin¬ 
ally made his way to the aban¬ 
doned car about a mile north f 
the scene of the attempted rob¬ 
bery. 

Gary Thompson later was taken 
by Sheriff Lewis to a nearby 
county for safe keeping, and the 
State Police took the other three 
youths to jail in another county. 

At Dehart's store at Wagoner’s 
Comer the robbers took some 
change from a cash drawer and 
two cartons of cigarettes. They 
gained entrance by prizing open 
the front door. Neighbors who 
heard the noise, notified State 
Police in Morehead. 

At Little Sandy later, Mr. Ad¬ 
kins evidently heard the robbers 
entering his store and took his 
pistol and attempted to thwar. 
them. The shooting ensued, awak¬ 
ening Adkins' son. Floyd Adkins 
who lives nearby. 

Gary Thompson said he had 
thrown his pistol into a ditch 
near where he entered the aban¬ 
doned auto. Officers later found 
the pistol. 

Jesse Adkins had conducted a 
store at Little Sandy for many 
years and was widely known in 
this section. 

He is survived by two daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. Emory Horton of Sandy 
Hook and Mrs. Netta Wilson of 
Farmers; five sons, Walter Ad¬ 
kins of Little Sandy who is El¬ 
liott county conservation officer: 
Menifee Adkins who is Lewis

MISINFORMATION ON FARM 
PRICE SCPPOBTS 

(The Lexington Herald) 

Harold D Cooley, of Nashville, N. C., chairman 
of the Committee on Agriculture of the House 
of Representatives, has been a member of Con¬ 
gress for more than 20 years. His interest in 
tobacco has been manifest on all occasions, and 
Kentuckians are thoroughly familiar with his 
work in behalf of tobacco legislation in which 
North Carolina and Kentucky have kindred 
interest. 

Mr. Cooley, speaking to the Kentucky Bankers 
Association, frankly states that more misinform¬ 
ation and false propaganda has been poured on 
the American people about farm supports than 
In requesting change of address, give old address on any other subject He says that without the 

price support program, bankruptcy would be 
just around the corner for farmers, and points 
to what this would mean not only to the economy 
of the whole country but to the government, 
which still has a tremendous national debt. 

The farm program. Mr. Cooley points out. 
took 21 years to build up It was a step by step 
process, as Kentucky sc well knows, having be¬ 
gun in this states with state legislation permit- 
ting Famiers coc.-efallves ‘or mat neting purposes 
From 1933 to 1953, Mr. Cooley says, the whole 
net cost of price supports was $21,000,000. while 
the supports increased farmers' income bv $164.- 
000,000,000. 

Time and again it has been demonstrated 
that depressions are farm-fed and farm-led. and 
that the country can not have prosperity that is 
fundamentally sound without high agricultural 
income. 

As Mr. Cooley says, it has taken 21 years to 
build up the farm program No one knows this 
better than he. as he has taken a hand in its 
formation and its development. This program 
as Mr. Cooley says, has stood the test of partisan 
politics, for it has survived under various 
changes in party control. From time to time it 
will be amended, improved or modified, but 
certainly the country never needed a rigid price 
support program for agriculture more than it 
does now.

Harold Burke. 22. who was killed 
in a highway accident near here 
Monday, came to his death as th" 
result of reckless driving on the 
part of Lloyd Lindon, 25. Dayton 
Ohio, and a native of Morgan 
county. Ky 

The ruling followed an inquest 
held in the fatal injury of Burke, 
a State Highway Department em 
I ployee who was pinned against a 
parked department truck by P t 
car driven by Lindon 

The accident occurred on Kv. 
32 near Goddard. 

Lindon. charged with involun¬ 
tary manslaughter after the wreck 
was released under $1000 bond. 
His case is to be investigated fur¬ 
ther Thursday by the grand jury. 

Witnesses said Lindon's car 
topped a hill near the parked 
truck, around which Burke and 
other members of a road crew 
were working, and that the ve¬ 
hicle sideswiped an oncoming 
bakery truck, then careened across 
the road, striking the second 
truck and pinning Burke against 
it. 

Two passengers in I.indon’s ca'\ 
Logan Lindon, Jr, 18, a brother, 
and William Phipps. 20, of Can- 
nel City. K> , were injured in the 
wreck. Beth were treated and 
released at Hayswood Hospital, 
Maysville. 

Highway workers stated that 
"men at work" signs had been 
placed at some distance from the 
parked truck and a flagman was 
on duty near it. Lloyd Lindon, 
released from jail here under 
$1,000 bond on a charge of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter, said he 
was unable to stop his car in time 
to prevent the accident

Without saying much about it. the University 
Experiment Station is continuing its work in de¬ 
veloping new and improved varieties of fescue 
Some fields have been plowed up and seeded 
with a variety of tall fescue that is believed to 
be superior in palatibility to Ky. 31 The new 
variey will be compared with Ky 31 and also 
with orchard grass and smooth brome grass 
Heifers will be run in the field, and their weights 
and growth used to measure results. 
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FARM PRODUCTION HIGH 

The government at Washington still talks 
about the big production of crops and livestock, 
despite drouth Total livestock production may 
set a near-record, due in part to the huge num¬ 
ber of hogs. Cattle and calves may equal last 
year's record Production of dairy products re¬ 
mains at an all-time high Only in poultry will 
numbers be down, due to reduction in chickens 
and turkeys. 

Everything is bigger and better, if Washington 
can be believed. For instance cattle now average 
148 pounds heavier than cattle on farms in 1948 
This might be taken to be the result of better 
breeding and better feeding. Also cattle num¬ 
bers have moved up from 34*i million head in 
1924 to 48 l i million head this year. Increased 
weights and numbers now provide about 79 
pounds of beef a person, despite an increase of 
38 million in the population

The average price of hogs in 1950 was $18 a 
hundred, and so far this year, $1630. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Washington says 
prices may be at the low point in the cycle, and 
so will be higher. Average prices in other recent 
years were: 1951, $20 a hundred; 1952, $17.80; 
1953, $21.40, and in 1954, $21.60 The Washing¬ 
ton report says: “Hogs are now in the low-price 
phases of the hog cycle. As farmer make normal 
adjustments in hog numbers prices move to 
higher levels. The cycle averages about five 
years in length.”

I WF12-53 Wildfire resistant, and 
Ky. 41A Ky 35 averaged three 
ounces per stalk and WE12-53 
averaged 3 6 ounces per stalk. Ky 
41A averaged 3.4 ounces pe 
stalk. 

In this demonstration Ky 35 
was set about two days later than 
the other varieties but Ky. 35 
was not as large as Ky. WF12-53 
or Ky 41A The leaf of all tnree 
varieties was of similar quality, 
although WF12-53 had a very 
large and long leaf but the stems 
in the leaf were a little large. It 
was in the opinion of the farm¬ 
ers who saw the tobacco and the 
opinion of the grader if wildfire 
were a serious problem on the 
farm they would probably want 
to try a few rows of this variety 
since it compares favorably in 
'"eight and quality w'th Kv 35 
and 41A 

On the first two days of the 
demonstrations Junior VanArs- 
dale, who is in charge of all edu¬ 
cational work on tobacco grading, 
was in the county and observed 
Morgan county tobacco.

Watts said he added in the let¬ 
ter that he found growers "al¬ 
most unanimous in their belief 
that certain factors are now in 
existence which provide a realis¬ 
tic possibility for a solution of the 
surplus problem within a rela¬ 
tively short time.” 

The Congressman said the fac¬ 
tors were: 

1. Active cooperation of the 
growers and local administrative 
officials for better measurement* 
of tobacco acreage, and better en¬ 
forcement and administration of 
regulations concerning production 
of burley.

38,000 Miles of County-Own 
Roads Improved by State Aid

FRANKFORT, Ky —More than 
38,000 miles of the rural roads 
owned by the counties were im¬ 
proved with state aid during the 
fiscal year ended last June 30, 
according to the highway depart¬ 
ment’s annual report. 

The work consisted of recon¬ 
struction, resurfacing, patching 
holes and building and repairing 
bridges and culverts, and was in 
addition to 8,000 miles of smooth¬ 
ing over gravel or crushed stone 
surfaces with graders. The work 
shown in the report also is in 
addition to what the various 
counties did out of their own 
highway funds. 

These roads covered in the re¬ 
port are the ones owned by the 
counties and which the state

$5 million legislative appropria¬ 
tion. The total mileage of these 
roads is 42.512 but several thou¬ 
sand miles of that is over old 
trails no longer kept up, but still 
a part of the county road system. 
The fact that smoothing of gravel 
and some surfaces oonc |CV . 

eral times during the year on 
many roads accounts for thelar/c 
total of 8,000 miles there. 

The annual report shows the 
state spent $4,706,66091 on ma¬ 
terials and labor on the rural 
roads in addit.on to what the 
counties spent. The expenditure 
on these roads was in addition to 
$23,367,661.77 spent in re-con¬ 


structing state roads. $14,805,457- 
31 for similar work on the rural 
secondary roads and $15 308.810.- 
57 on maintaining the state and 
the rural secondary roads. The 
latter are county roads taken 
over by the state at the rate of 
8,000 or 9,000 miles a year and 
which then are maintained solely 
cut of state highway funds. 

In discussing the taking over 
of county roads and adding them 
to what is known as the rural 
secondary road system—which i» 
some times called "two-c e n t 
roads” because of being paid for 
out of the additional two cent* 
gasoline tax—highway official* 
foresee that at the present ra*e of 
taking them over it will be but 
a comparatively short time un¬ 
til all Kentucky road- will be¬ 
come a part of the state road sys¬ 
tem 

State aid is given on the rural 
roads which the county fiscal 
courts designate as needing such 
aid. The annual $5 million 
propriatiorv i3 c j v |d,,j among 

counties after the highway de¬ 
partment taxes out $30,000 for 
administering the work. Under 
the Kentucky statutes the re¬ 
maining $4,970,000 is apportioned 
among the 120 counties on a three 
way basis: one third equally, onc- 
third on each county’s area and 
one-third on each’s rural popula¬ 
tion, that is population outside 
cities of 5,000 or more population.
